Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  on  the  public  health 
services  for  the  year  1963» 

The  Council  deserves  great  credit  for  the  maimer  in  which,  v;ith  the 
help  of  the  County  Council,  it  has  encouraged  the  building  of  elderly 
persons  bungalov/s,  with  central  heating  and  v;arden  services,  and  meals- 
on-wheels  services  in  certain  villages. 

The  Council  has  hereby  achieved  something  far  greater  than  a  method 
of  freeing  Council  houses  for  family  occupation,  because  these  elderly 
persons'  accommodation  schemes  not  only  enable  isolated,  vulnerable  elderly 
people  to  be  in  independent  but  more  secure  surroundings,  but  can  enable 
people  to  remain  at  home  who  might  otherwise  be  patients  in  long-stay 
hospitals. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  and  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  consideration  to  me  during  the  year.  I  am  pleased  also 
to  report  that  from  Hr.  A.  Owen,  the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  and  from 
Mr,  0,  vJyatt,  the  Curveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  all  other 
officers  of  the  Council  I  have  received  the  greatest  cooperation,  in  all 
ways.

Dr.  S.  Greenburgh,  Public  Analyst,  Tenison  Road,  Cainbridge,  gives 
a  similar,  efficient,  helpful  service  v/hen  chemical  analyses  are 
required.

During  the  year  10  samples  of  v/ater  were  talcen  for  bacteriological 
purposes  and  of  these  three  v/ere  unsatisfactory, 

I'ater  is  purchased  from  Thingoe  Rural  District  Council,  and  we, 
in  our  turn,  sell  it  to  Gipping  Rural  District  Council. 

Rater  Suirolies  -  General 


The  main  problem  affecting  v;ater  supplies  during  the  year  was 
caused  by  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  Council,  namely  the 
severe  and  prolonged  freezing  conditions  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

It  v;as  not  anticipated  that  the  frosty  conditions  would  prevail  for 
such  a  long  x^eriod  but  immediate  steps  were  talcen  to  relieve  hardship 
caused  by  the  cutting  off  of  supplies. 

In  most  cases  the  pipes  v/ere  found  to  be  frozen  betv/een  the  main 
and  stopcock  and  this  v/as  obviously  due  to  the  denseness  of  the  soil 
beneath  the  road  surface  siid  lack  of  insulation.  The  soil  was  frozen  to 
a  considerable  depth  and  in  at  least  two  ce.ses  to  a  depth  of  over  three 
feet. 


To  afford  e.  basic  su^Dply  sta;id  pipes  were  fitted  to  mains  and  an 
attempt  v;as  made  to  free  service  pipes  by  jpassing  on  electric  current 
through  the  pipes  but  this  at  first  proved  unsuccessful.  Sibsequently 
an  electric  Arc  Relder  was  hired  from  a  loca.1  firm  and  this,  operated 
by  an  electrician  and  the  Council's  Foreman  Plumber,  enabled  a  house  to 
house  defreezing  programme  to  be  carried  out.  Several  v/eeks  alapsed 
before  all  supplies  were  restored  to  normal  One  pecruliarity  of  the 
freezeup  was  that  cert.ain  householders  after  having  their  supply  frozen 
for  some  days  suddenly  found  that  for  an  unaccountable  reason  the  supply 
was  normal. 

The  lack  of  supplies  caused  hardship  to  consumers  but  in  the  main 
this  was  accepted  v/ith  good  grace.  Residents  whose  supply  was  not 
affected  gave  very  ready  assistance  to  their  less  fortunate  neighbours. 
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’■/hen  the  main  water  scheme  was  cari'ied  out  it  was  not  considered 
necessary  to  lay  large  mains  at  Honey  Pot  Lane,  V/attisfield,  and 
Mill  Lane,  Thurston,  and  subsequently  a  galvanised  pipe  supply  v/as 
put  in.  These  two  small  mains  were  frozen  for  some  v/ceks  and  because  of 
this  experience  it  v/a.E  decided  to  lay  a  3*'  main  at  these  places,  and  at 
Broomhill  Lane,  '/oolpit  and  Grove  Lane,  Elmswell.  (Permission  to  do  these 
works  wOwS  sought  from  the  new  V/ater  Board  in  1964  but  unhappily  such 
per'.'-iGsion  was  not  given.) 


Staff 

Tribute  should,  and  must  be  padd  to  the  members  of  the  outside 
staff,  not  only  in  the  '■^ater  Department  but  also  those  eiiiployed  on 
Refuse  Collection,  Cesspool  Clearance  and  at  sev/age  works,  for  the  cheerful 
and  willing  manner  in  which  they  carried  out  their  duties  during  the 
difficult  wintry  conditions.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  electrician 
employed  by  the  Council  who  worked  in  bitter  cold  for  many  weeks,  operating 
the  arc  welder,  restoring  supplies. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  provision  of  sewers  within  the  District  is  steadily  proceeding  and 
tljioy.  have  been  provided  for  Badv;ell  Ash,  Elmswell,  Felsham,  Gedding, 
Rattlesdon,  V/alsham-le-Willov/s  and  V/oolpit.  In  addition  there  are  small 
schemes  for  groups  of  Council  houses  at  Hinderclay  and  Hessett. 

As,  and  when,  d.  sewer  is  completed  immedia.te  steps  are  talcen  to 
modernise  the  Council  houses  and  connect  thereto.  Likev/ise  many  owners 
talce  early  steps  to  malae  a  connection  and  whilst  some  hesitate  to  instal 
bathrooms,  many  are  anxious  to  substitute  a  V/.C.  for  the  offensive  pail 
closet.  Every  month  applications  are  received  and  a.ssistance  given  by 
means  of  Discretionary  and  Bt.andard  Grants  v/hich  enable  owners  of  older 
properties  to  bring  them  up  to  date,  frequently  at  half  the  usual  cost. 
During  the  year  9^1  supplications  v/ere  received  for  grrnt  aid,  32  for 
Discretionary  and  39  Tor  Standard  Grants. 

The  Norton  scheme  is  in  progress,  and  v;ill  in  fact  be  available  for 
use  in  1964. 
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It  is  anticipated  that  an  early  start  will  be  made  on  the 
Beyton,  Hessett,  Thurston  scheme  and  also  for  l/attisfield. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing’  Rickinghall  Inferior  is  within  the 
sewage  system  operated  by  liartismere  Rural  District  Council  for  Botesdale 
and  Ricld.nghall  Superior.

A  kerb  side  collection  and  removal  of  household  refuse  is  still 
on  a  fortnightly  basis,  v/ith  a  backdoor  collection  for  the  aged, 
vrainen  living  alone  and  persons  knov/n  to  be  invalids. 

The  refuse  vehicle,  a  4  ton  18  cubic  yard  Karrier,  gives  good 
service. 

The  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  and  changing  habits  of 
the  inhabitants  me.ans  more  refuse  to  be  collected  and  more  v;ork  for  the 
staff  of  three  -  a  driver  and  tv;o  mates  -  who  operate  the  scheme. 

A  free  dustbin  is  supplied  to  householders  but  it  is  found  that  a 
high  x^roportion  of  householders  place  a  bin  and  cardboard  boxes  or 
other  containers  for  emptying  indicating  that  the  time  is  agoproaching 
when  a  weekly  scheme  should  be  introduced. 

During  the  year  5^7  loads  of  refuse  were  removed. 

Defuse  tips  at  Elmswell,  Badwell  Ash,  Kinderclay  and  Rattlesden 
■are  frequently  visited  by  the  Rodent  Operator  v/iio  sprays  with 
insecticides  .and  keeps  the  rat  population  dov/n. 

V/aste  paper  v/eighing  5  tons,  8  cwt.,  0  qrs. ,  was  salvaged  during 
1983  the  proceeds,  amounting  to  £16  4s  Od.  are  used  to  help  to 
defray  the  cost  of  refuse  collection.
